Tue session of the Convention last night 
was to a great extent an exhibition of physical 
strength in the way of noise. The oratorical 
display was, as the market reports would say, 
from fair to middling.

several instances in shocking ‘bad taste. His 
eulogy of Grant was all proper enough, but his 
references to other candidates were such viola- 
tions of the proprieties of the occasion as to ton- 
firm the reputationiof the speaker as unable to 
rise above a sneer. The best speech, as a whole, 
was Mr. Frye’s brief, but clear, manly, 
and ringing second to Bilaine’s nomina- 
tion. The greater part of the evening was 
devoted to noisé. Mr. Conkling’s semi-theatrical 
speech was followed, of course, by a display of 
howling such as had never before been heard of 
in any assembiage of civilized men and women. 
The other speeches were then followed by simi- 
lar exhibitions of lung power, and thus the 
session was prolonged until midnight without a 


vote. The delegates evidently enjoy the pleas- 


ant weather, the bountiful hotel accommoda- 
tions, and the general attractions of Chicago; 
hence, one week’s sojourn in the city has not 
been sufficient, and, after a day’s rest and devo- 
tion, they propose to try another week’s resi- 
dence here, and thus, uniting business and 
pleasure, enjoy as long as possible the comforts 
of this great place of summer resort. 

YESTERDAY'S PROCEEDINGS BEFORE THE 

BALLOTING. 

The day session of the Nationa! Convention 
disposed of all matters preliminary to the 
main work of choosing the candidates for 
President and Vice-President. The prelim- 
inaries of this year’s Convention have been 
unusually important and to a large extent 
embarrassing, but they were determined in 
final harmony and in accordance with the 
established principles of the Republican 
party. 

The first work of the Convention yesterday 
was to finish the contested cases. The net 
result of this struggle was the admission of 
three district delegates from Alabama and 
eighteen district delegates from IIlinois, 
making twenty-one anti-Grant delegates who 
took the seats of Grant delegates. The ap- 
plication of the same rule admitted four 
Grant delegates from Kansas, and two dele- 
gates from West Virginia, who were divided 
between Grant and Sherman. The two Grant 
delegates from Utah were also admitted in 
place of the Blaine sitting members, on ac- 
count of irregular proceedings in the selec- 
tion of those who were accredited to the Con- 
vention from that Territory. 

After this the question of adopting the 
rules eame up. The Grant men had prepared 
a surprise in the shape of a motion, made by 
Gen. Sharpe, of New York, offering as a sub- 
stitute for the majority report a resolution 
providing that the Convention should pro- 
ceed at once to take a ballot on nominations, 
Had this resolution been adopted, the ballot- 
ing would have begun without any rules ex- 
cept such as the Chairman could enforce 
with the consent and assistance of the Con- 
vention. There was some doubt as to the 
motive of offering this resolution. It may 
have been merely another expedient for de- 
lay. It may have been because the movers, 
in the expectation that it would be voted 
down, sought the opportunity therein to 
maintain that the opposition were afraid to 
come to a ballot on the nominations. And it 
may have been that the Grant managers 
cherished a hope that, in the absence of 
rules, they might still enforce the so-called 
“unit rule,” or, in any case, delay the nom- 
ination by interminable speech-making and 
filibustering as long as they might see fit to 
follow that policy. But the resolution was 
voted down by the overwhelming majority of 
yeas 276, nays 479, and the Grant faction 
cast the smallest vote upon this question of 
all the test votes that were taken upon pre- 
liminary measures, 

When the unfair Conkling proposition to 
proceed fo ballot without any rules had been 
defeated, the Grant men withdrew ali further 
opposition to the majority report. The rules 
were adopted without division, including 
the clear and explicit recognition of the right 
of individuals to vote their sentiments, and 


| with the important addition of a specific in- 


struction to the National Committee to in- 
corporate in their call for the next National 
Convention a provision which should include 
and secure to the several Congressional dis- 
tricts of the United States the right to elect 
their own delegates. When these rules had 
been adopted the principle of popular repre- 
sentation in the Republican National Con- 
vention was established for all time. The so- 
called State instruction and “unit rule” was 
buried, never to be resurrected. The State 
““Bosses”’ were served with a notice to quit, 
so far as National politics are concerned, and 
another grand triumph was recorded for the 
people through the agency of the Republican 
party, 

The only discussion over the resolution was 
relative to an additional resolution on the 


Civil Service, which was offered by the Mas-. 


sachusetts delegation. This resolution, in a 
modified form, was subsequently adopted, 
and Civil-Service reform again made a con- 
spicuous plank of the Republican platform. 

Whatever may be the fate of the Repub- 
lican ticket before the people this year, the 
popular-sovereignty men in the National 
Convention have achieved a splendid victory 
in the complete establishment of the princi-

RIGHT OF THE DISTRICTS ann. 

In the light of the discugsions which have 
taken place during the last ten days or more 
in this city and throughout the country con- 
cerning the right of each Congressional di- 
trict to be represented in the Republican 
Convention by delegates of its own choosing 
without interference by a State Convention 
or other body of men, it is difficult to under- 
stand how such a right could be denied by 
any reasonable and intelligent man. The 
preposterous claim that a State Convention 
had the power to disfranchise the Congres- 
sional districts and the power to appoint 
such delegates itself, was, in the minds 
of intelligent and fairminded men. 
nothing more than a claim for the 
superiority of Boss bulldozing over 
right and justice. As such it was recognized 
in this State, and the only expectation that 
such an outrage would be sustained was 
based upon the loudly-proclaimed boast by 
Boss Logan that he knew the usurpation 
would be maintained by the men who would 
control the National Convention. The con- 
trol of that Convention was, as he supposed, 
to be accomplished by 70 Boss-“ instructed ” 
votes of New York, 58 Boss-“ instructed” 
votes of Pennsylvania, the 30 Boss-* instruct- 
ed” votes of Missouri, the 42 votes of Lli- 
nois, the 24 “instructed” votes of Kentucky, 
the 20 ditto of Alabama, the 22 ditto of Vir- 
ginia, the 16 ditto of Louisiana, the 16 ditto 
ot Texas,—802 votes in all,—which were to 
be counted as those of so many convicts on 
the prison-rolls, subject to the regulations 
and instructions of the Wardens. 

The Pennsyivania and the New York 
schemes were more disgusting than alarm- 
ing, but the proceedings in IIlinois startled 
the country by their boldness and their in- 
famy. Boss Logan had overdone his work. 
The Republicans of every district in the 
country revolted and protested. They re- 
fused to submit. They comprehended at 
last the mysterious oracle that answered all 
questions by saying “he will be nominated 
by a large majority on the first ballot.” The 
desperate means resorted to betrayed the 
desperate end sought to be accomplished. 

Boss Logan’s performance aroused the 
country. It united the Republicans against 
the rascally unit rule and in favor of the dis- 
trict system of appointments, as provided in 
the call. It united the Repablicans against 
the incorporation of Calhoun’s State-sover- 
eignty as the governing principle in Repub- 
lican Conventions, 

This union agalust the worst forms of des- 
potism broke the power of the Triumvirate, 
They were no longer masters of the Conven- 
tion. Men in Virginia, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Kentucky, Texas, the Carolinas, even 
in Alabama and Louisiana, asserted their 
freedom, and refused to be slaves or to have 
their votes bartered in the Convention by 
their se]f-constituted masters. 

If Grant shall be defeated in the Conven- 
tion, as it now seems certain he will be, he 
may attribute that defeat largely to Bull- 
dozer Logan’s disreputable and dishonest 


proceedings in Illinois, and to the questiona-. 


ble proceedings of Logan’s political associ- 
ates in New York and Pennsylvania. They 
fired the heart of the liberty-loving Repub- 
licans of the Republican States and aroused 
such an indignation as has not been felt since 
Andrew Johnson’s mob murdered the dele- 
gates in the New Orleans Convention, or the 
Gullys murdered the Chisolms in the Court- 
House in Mississippi. 

Third-termism and Loganism combined 
were more than the free men of the Repub- 
lican party North or South could submit to, 
and they revolted. Henceforward the Re- 
publicans of the Congressional districts, 
emancipated from Boss rule, will themselves 
elect their own delegates to their National 
Conventions. That alone is a victory of 
priceless value. It has not been won with- 
out a struggle, but it has been won. 


THE THIRD-TERM BULLDOZERS. 

The scene in the National Convention on 
Friday night and Saturday morning, when 
the third-term crowd took forcible possession 
of the Convention, deposed the Chairman, 
and stayed all business for an hour, was a 
disgrace to those who participated in it, an 
insult to the Convention, and an indignity to 
the Republican party, and has never before 
been equaled except in the worst days of 
Tammany. 

The columns of Tae TRIBUNE have already 
described its incidents. It was the last des- 
perate effort of the third-term faction, egged 
on by Conkling and Logan, to carry the Con- 
vention by brute force. The howling, yelling 
mob gave way to passion and frenzy. Beaten 
decisively on every test vote thus far, and 
seeing no ray of hope in future proceedings 
by honest expression or debate on the merits, 
they sought to overawe and bulldoze the 
Convention by pounding and yelling. They 
howled and stamped. They broke off 
the backs of seats and pounded the 
floor with them. They took off their 
boots and pounded the seats with 
the heels. They flourished their canes 
and threw their hats in the air. They 
screamed and shrieked. It was not the spon- 
taneous outburst of enthusiasm, full of heart 
and cheer, fhat sometimes sweeps over great 
crowds. It was nota tribute of admiration 
or affection to the great soldier of the Re- 
public. It was not a demonstration in honor 
of any man or men. It was a display of the 
very frenzy of passion. Any ordinary dis- 
play of enthusiasm would have yielded at 
last to the calls of the Chair for order, and 
would not have seriously interrupted the 
business of the Convention ; but the howling, 
frenzied, infuriated mob defied all demands 
for order, stamped underfoot the rights of 
the Convention, and paralyzed all business, 
until it was tired out and could howl no 
longer, Its barbarian display of force did 
not cease until it was exhausted and incapa- 
ble of further mischief. Its legs were used 
up, its lung-power exhausted, and it settled 
back limp and useless and allowed the busi- 
ness of the Convention to go on because it 
could no longer obstruct it. 

The significance of this unreasonable, un- 
dignified, indecorous, and insulting display 
may be found primarily in the fact that the 
third-termers were outvoted at the very be- 
ginning of the Convention, and knew that 
they would be outvoted in its climax. They 
knew that the material of the Convention 
was drifting away from them. They knew

The case of West Virginia then came up, and 
Conger took the floor in support of the majority 
report, which recommended that the sitting 
members in the Third District be allowed to re- 
tain their seats. Poweil Clayton moved that the 
minority report be substituted for that of the 
majority. Codman, of Massachusetts, a mem- 
ber of the Committee, addressed the Conventaon 
in favor of the contestants, taking the ground 
that they were elected by a District Convention. 
The action of the Committee turned on a ques- 
tion of fact—namely: the fact whether the con- 
testants were so chosen; and the Committee 
found that they were not. This fact so found 
by the Committee was disputed by Codman. He 
made a short, vigorous speech, declaring that 
he had no candidate for the Presidency, 
but only desired justice to be done in 
all the contested cases. Codman was fol- 
lo by a delegate from West Virginia, 


to intimate that he did not personally agree with 
the conclusions of the majority of the Commit- 
tee. He then proceeded to show that the sitting 
members were chosen by their district and in- 
dorsed by the State Convention. He held the 
floor a long time, submitting to a great deal of 
badgering and questioning, which tended to 
thicken the fog in which the case was deeply 
enveloped. Then Haymond, of California, got 
the floor and immediately secured the ear of the 
Convention and the entire audience. He had 
established a reputation for cleverness, and he 
proceeded to justify it in the pending case. He 
showed briefly that the case involved no ques- 
tion of principle, but simply one of facts. He 
quickly cleared away the fog; but Codman, of 
Massachusetts, in a two-minutes speech, deepen- 
ed the fog until it was a foot thick. 
From the fog the Convention then resolved to 
emerge at all hazards, and did so by ordering a 
vote on the Clayton substitute seating the con- 
testants. On this question the Convention did 
not divide on the lineof candidate preferences, 
showing the disposition of delegates to be 
guided by their convictions of right involved in 
the case. The contestants were admitted by a 
vote of 417 to 330. Again the Convention dem- 
anstrated its devotion to the principle of dis- 
trict representation, the debate having shown a 
balance of probabilities in favor of the election 
of the contestants. 

The Utah case was presented by Powell Clay- 
ton in behalf of the contestants as against the 
sitting members. A delegate from Wisconsin 
made a short speech on the same side. He was 
followed by Haymond, of California, on the 
other side, who made the point that the Commit- 
tee on Credentials were almost unanimous in

under the rules. The mover accepted an 
amendment offered by Anthony, of Illinois, and 
as amended was adopted. The resolutions were 
then adopted. The Convention then adjourned 
to 7 o’clock in the evening. 

The skirmishing is over. The Convention is 
on the verge of its serious work. There must 
be an end of talk anda beginning of action. 
The opposition have exhausted every expedient 
usually resorted to fordelay, and they must 
now face the inevitable,—a vote on the main 
question. The previous question has been called 
on the third-termers, and they must make the 
most of it. They have “ fenced” and pleaded for 
more time, like debtors whose paper is about to 
go to protest, but the last extension has been 
granted. Thecreditor bas no more bowels of 
compassion; the debtor must pay or be pub- 


| lished asa bankrupt. Thetime for boasting is 


past. The Grantites have all along claimed 
enough votes to nominate on the first ballot. But 
the few test votes which have been wrung from 
them during the last three days show that they 
lack at least a hundred! This deficit cap never be 
made up; the third-term is dead! Syndicate 
have failed to capture the Convention; and if 
they wait too long they may be too weak to take 
revenge on the man in whose great name they 
have been defeated. 

The only man who has been able to capture 
the Convention is the modest Chairman, Mr. 
Hoar. He has borne himself with such dignity 
and propriety that he has secured the absolute 
confidence of the Convention and the specta- 
tors. No delegate thinks of appealing from his 
decisions. The Grantites and the anti-Grantites 
vie with each other in “nodding” approval of 
his rulings. He has performed his difficult task 
with rare skill and judgment, and is entitled to 
and receives the hearty commendation of 
everybody. 

There are signs of excitement as the 
crowds pour into the vast amphitheatre 
to witness the session at which the final 
battle is to be begun. There are many flushed 
faces and eager eyes in the magnificent au- 
dience. The audience i magnificent indeed,—a 
splendid representative American audience, 
gathered from all parts of the country; and it

There was a carnival of noise, utter- 
ly without meaning, which shamed all sensible 
persons, whether delegates or members of the 
audience. Such scenes never before occurred in 
a National Convention of either party, and it is 
to be sincerely hoped that similar scenes will 
never our again, They afford, however, a 
powerful argument against a third term of the 
Presidency for any man. Por if men, American 
citizens, will descend to such expedients to se- 
cure the nomination of a favorit candidate for the 
Presidency, it is presumable that under certain 
ciroumstances the same men would undertake to 
overthrow the present form of government in 
the interest of the establishment of an oligarchy 
oramonarchy. During the noise and confusion 
some one cried out sarcastically: “We are 
founding an Empire!“ 

When order had, at last. beeg restored, Mr. 
Bradley, of Kentucky, took the floor to second 
the nomination of Gen. Grant. After the 
grandeur of the great man from New York, his 
ponderous and lofty periods, the speecti of the 
gentieman from Kentucky sounded like the 
squeak ofa penny whistle. In the course of his

The contest was long 
and bitter, but it ended in the triumph of justice 
and the right; and in so ending offorded 
another illustration of the vitality and public 
virtue which have enabled the great party 
of freedom and equal rights to govern 
the country for the long period of 
twenty years. In the reassertion, against 
determined hostility, of the principle of the right 
of individual opinion and the most direct prac- 
ticable representation of the inasses of Repub- 
licans in the party counsels, the National Con- 
vention has vindicated the moral right of the 
Republican party to a continuance of their lease 


of power. 


The assembling of the Convention yesterday 
morning was a tedious process. It was neces- 
sarily sleepy, and it rubbed its eyes and 
scratched ite limbs, and yawned like a young 
man suffering from the effects of violating the 
rules of right living.

Frye then 
said: “I take it that the Convention sees the 
point!” and it did. Conkling made a personal 
shot at Frye; and Garfield then concluded by 
inquiring whether Sharpe intended to exclude 
the Territories from bis resolution; since they 
were omitted, he could not but suppose 80. 
Sharpe again spoke in support of his resolution, 
but it was a very weak effort,and had no effect 
upon the Convention. The resolution was then 
read, the Territories and District of Columbia 
having been added, The question was put and 
evidently carried, but a demand for the roll-call 
was made, which resulted in its defeat by a vote 
of 479 to 276. 

Garfield called foran immediate vote, remark- 
ing that time enough had been consumed to 
have enabled the Convention to reach its main 
The substitute was voted down.

When Garfield came into the hail the audience 
waked up and gave him a hearty cheer. Car- 
penter was on the platform. looking dull, and old, 
and very gray. A few people pointed him out to 
a few other people, who regarded him curiously 
and with evident disappointment, because he 
appeared so old, worn, and dejected. 

At a quarter to 12 o'clock the sound of the 
Chairman's gavel was heard, and the vast crowd 
obeyed instantly. Prayer was offered, and the 
contest opened. Boutwell, of Massachusetts, got 
the floor, and offered a resolution in regard to 
future Conventions,—that of 1884. Conger had it 
ruled out ona point of order. The considera- 
tion of the reports of the Credentials Com- 
mittee was resumed. The case of Kansas 
came on, and Conger took the floor, 
the debate having been limited to twenty 
minutes’ on each side. Conger made 
a bare statement of the case presented by the 
majority report, and was followed by Plumb, 
of Kansas, on the other side. In the midst of 
Plumb's speech, Mr. Conkling marched up the 
hall to his place near the front of the delegate 
floor, stopping by the way to shake hands with 
the speaker. How very pale he was! His hair 
is almost as white as Marshal! Jewell’s, but yes- 
terday morning his face was whiter than Jew- 
ell’s hair. This extreme pallor, however, ren- 
dered him all the more interesting. He looked,

Plumb exhausted the time of the contestants, 
and was followed by Bateman.

clerk. The resolutions review the history of the 


Republican party in detail, but epigramatically, 
and on the record ask the support of the coun- 
try. From the reoord of the party the resolu- 
tions proceed to the subject of principles, de- 
claring them clearly and forcibly. The plank 
in opposition to the support of sectarian 
schools by the State was received with 
loud applause, as was also the plank against 
polygamy. There is a plank on the Ohinese 
question, and an indorsement of the Adminis- 
tration of President Hayes, with an especial 
reference to his celebrated vetoes, which was 
received with hearty cheers. The Democratic 
party is severely arraigned, generally and spe- 
cifically. As read, the resolutions appeared 
strong, rather than elegant in phraseology. In 
a word, they are more vigorous than smooth. A 
delegate from Massachusetts, Mr. Baker, of- 
fered aresolution on the subject of the Civil 
Service. This resolution adopted the declaration 
and practice of President Hayes, and was received 
with-bearty applause. Mr. Barker supported his 
resolution in a brief speech, in the course of

Mr. Joy isa very dry speaker, and his 
speech was avery dry speech, notwithstanding 
the subject of it is so near to the hearts of the 
American people, and possesses in an eminent 
degree qualities calculated to inspire oratory. 
Mr. Joy, however, is not an orator; his speech 
was a simple statement of some of the promi- 
nent features of the career of the distinguished 
candidate, and at the conclusion of the speech 
there was immense cheering, which continued 
for some minutes, when the Chairman attempted 
to obtain order, butin vain. The audience still 
kept up the applause. The scene was very 
absurd and disgraceful. Order was at 
last restored, and Mr. Pixley, of Cali- 
fornia, took the platform to second 
the nomination of Mr. Blaine. His speech was 
good neither in matter nor manner. 


Coast States. The point made that the nomina 
tion of Mr. Blaine would violate no sacred Na- 
tional traditions was received with applause, 
and the conclusion of Mr. Pixley’s speech was 
loudly applauded. 

Frye, of Maine, then took the floor, and the 
stilling effect of his presence was felt all over 
the house instantly. There was silence—abso- 
lute silence—everywhere. And Frye's ringing 
voice broke upon the stillness like the tones of a 
trumpet. His speech was all points,—clear, im- 
passioned, powerful, electrical,—and it reached 
the hearts of the Convention and the audience. 

Drake, of Minnesota. placed the Hon. William 
Windom in nomination in a brief speech of sim- 
ple eulogy, referring to his public career and 
private character with evident pride. 

When the call of States reached New York, 
Mr. Conkling mounted a reporter’s table pre- 
pared to place Gen. Grant in nomination. The 
cheering was loud and long continued, and very 
absurd, as it had been at the mention of the 
name of Mr. Blaine. Finally it subsided, and 
Mr. Conkling opened with this: “ And when 
asked what State he hails from, we always say 
he hails from Appomattox!" At this there was 
great applause. Mr. Conkling’s manner 
was very solemn, but not very 
pressive. He is too heavy in 
style for a popular audience. And in this case 
the chief part of the audience was in the gal- 
leries. He said the need was a man who could car- 
ry doubtful States both North and South; and then 
he said, “ New York is for Ulysses 8. Grant!” 
when the applause had subsided. Mr. Conkling 
waved his hand invoking silence, and said: 
His name is the most illustrious of that of any 
living man.” Mr. Conkling drawied in his 
speech, and his tones were deep, almost sepul- 
chral, like those of Edwin Booth in his sombre 
parts; and in the midst of one of his most solemn 
passages there was a shout of laughter, which 
produced a very ludicrous effect. 

Mr. Conkling's speech was excellent in matter, 
but not. electrical. On the contrary, it was 
heavy, and depended whoily for applause upon 
the fame of its subject. Mr. Conkling has the

The Committee recommend the admission as 
delegates from the Second District of Kansas of 
D. C. Sears and 8. A. Day, and from the Third 
District Thomas A. Anderson and John W. 
Steele, and that the ten present sitting members 
be allowed to retain their seats and to cast six 
votes among them. The case is simply this? 
At the State Convention held u Kansas, by one 
resolution ten delegates were elected to the Na- 
tional Convention by the same resolution. They 
were assigned by agreement four to one district, 
three to another, and three to another, without 
designating which were delegates-at-large. 
Subsequently, on notice in the Convention, dis- 
trict conventions were held in two of these dis- 
tricts, and the delegates to those two districts 
elected the two district delegations which I have 
read to this Convention. Now, Mr. Chairman, 
this resolution gives seats to the two delegates 
of each of the Conventions elected by the dis- 
trict delegates assembled in convention. The 
Committee were of opinion that, under the rule 
and principle they had adopted, they should

Gen. Garfield—I move that the Committee on 
Resolutions be now ordered to report for the 
consideration of the Convention. 

The motion was put and carried unanimously. 

The members of the Committee took the plat- 
form, and the Hon. Edwards Pierrepont was in- 
troduced as the Chairman, and greeted with ap- 
plause. 

Mr. Pierrepont—I hardly need to say that in a 
committee composed of one from every Stute in 
this Union, from every Territory, and from the 
District of Columbia, there was a great diversity 
of opinion about the questions which in the 
resviutions should be brought before this Con- 
veotion. Early in this Convention it de- 
came apparent that we would have a 
sufficient number of exciting topics which 
would keep us active and awake. e have en- 
deavored in the resolutions we present to have 
nothing upon which we could not ourselves 
agree and nothing which would tend to disturb 
the harmony of this Convention or awaken 
angry debate or long delay. | have now the 
bonor to present the resolutions which the Com- 
mittee have agreed upon.

The Republican party. in National Convention 
assembled, at the end of twenty years since the 
Federal Government was first committed to its 
charge, submits to the people of the United 
States this brief report of its administration:

UPON THIS RECORD

Some powers are denied to 
the Nation, while others are denied to the States, 
but the boundary between the powers dele- 
guted and those reserved is to be determined b 
fon 1 and not dy the State tribuna 

Cheers. 

Third—The work of popular education is one 
left to the care of-the soveral States, but it is 
the duty of the National Government to aid that 
work to the extent of its constitutional ability. 
The intelligence of the Nation is but the aggre- 
gate of the intelligence in the several States, 
and that the destiny of the Nation must be 
guided not by the genius of any one State, but 

y the average genius of all. 4 

Fourth—The Constitution wisely forbids Con- 
rress to make any law respecting the estab- 
ishment of religion, but it is idle to ho 
that the Nation can be protected against the 
influence of secret sectarianism, while each 
State is exposed to its domination. We, there- 
fore, recommend that the Constjtution be so 
amended asto lay the same prohibition upon 
the Legislature of each State, and to forbid the 
approprintion of public funds to the support of 
sectarian schools. [Cheers.] 

Fifth—We reaffirm the belief avowed in 1876 
that the duties levied for the purpose of reve- 
nue should so discriminate as to favor American 
labor [cheers]; that no further grants of the 
public domain should be made to 
railway or other corporation; that 
ery having perished in the States its twin 
barbarity, polygamy, must die iu the Territories; 
that everywhere the protecuon accorded to a 
citizen of American birth must be secured to 
citizens by American adoption. That we deem 
it the duty of Congress to develop and improve 

our seacoast and harbors, but insist that 
further subsidies wo private persons or corpora- 
tions must cease (cheers); that the obligations 
of the Republic to the men who preserved its in- 
tegrity in the day of battle are undiminished by 
the lapse of tifteen pears since their final vic- 
tory.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


Mr. Barker, of Massachusetts—I desire to move 
an amendment to the resolutions by adding an 
additional resolution, which I will send to the 
Chair,—a resolution touching the vivil service. 

The Chairman—The oo eman from Massa- 
chusetts moves to amend the resolutions by add- 
ing the following: 

* Tne Republican party adhering to the prin- 
ciple affirined by its last N ational Convention, of 
respect for the constitutional rules covering ap- 

intments to office,adopt the declaration of 
resident Hayes, that the reform of the civil 
service should be thorough, radical, and com- 
plete. (Cheers.] To this end it demands the co- 
operation of the legislative with the Kxecutive 
departmen: of the Government, and that Con- 
— shouid so legislate that fitness, ascertained 

y proper practical tests, shall admit to the pub- 
lic service. 

That the tenure of administrative offices, ex- 
cept those through which the distinctive policy 
of the ‘party in power is carried out, shall be 
made permanent during good behavior, and 
with the power of removul for cause. 

That due nsibility for the good conduct 
of subordina shall acoompany the power of 
appointmeat. 
he Chairman—The question is on the amend- 
ment of the gentleman from Massachusetts. 

Mr. Barker—I have no desire, Mr. Chairman,

Mr. Van Horn, of Missouri—Mr. Chairman, I 
rise to a point ot order.

Carcaco, June 4—It is now evident that 
Grant's strength on the first ballot will not be 
as great as his friends expected. It is equally 
certain that Grant's strength on the first ballot 
will be greater than Blaine's or any other man’s, 
and.in order to make a good guess as to the 
final result, it would be necessary to know what 
disposition will be made ot the Sherman vote, 
the Edmunds vote, and the Windom vote after 
the second or third ballot. A union of the forces 
of Grant and Sherman, with the latter for Vice- 
President, would win; but it is by no means 
certain that it can be effected. Blaine and 
Sherman by uniting could win; but they 
are not kely to unite. Certainly they 
will never to do so with the consent of the 
Ohio delegates, who seem to have Sherman’s in- 
terest in charge, because the leading men from 
Ohio prefer Grant to Blaine. Sherman's friends 
still hope that the Grant men will go over to 
them in the event of Grant's defeat: but it is 
not likely, even if the Grant column should r 
to pieces, that Sherman could get enough of it to 
carry bim through. Conkling would use all his 
efforts to prevent such 4 result, although 
Cameron might use his influence to it 
about. Conkii has those ideas which are 

rominent in his mind in the order named as 

ollows: To nominate Grant, to beat Blaine, and 
to beat Sherman. He seems to hold forty-seven 
votes from New York and about a hundred votes 
from the other States, in the hollow of his hand, 
to cast them as he chooses. It does not seem 
possible to nominate anybody without the whole 
or a large part of this vote. It should be stated 
here that neither Conkling, Cameron, nor Logan 
has yet given up the hope of nominating Grant; 
but each has, within the past twenty-four hours, 
been looking to defeat as at least a possibility, 
and each has been reviewing the ground with a 
view to a possibile dark horse. Logan must do- 
feat Blaine if ble, to keep his Illinois enc- 
mies from reaping a personal victory over bim. 
It is not known to whom he would like to deliver 
his strength as second choice; but for pe 
reasons it would not be either Blaine or Sher- 
man, and for sectional reasons it would not be 
Edmunds. Indeed, it is more than likely that a 
break in the Grant column would bri indom 
to the front as the representative of the com- 
ined strength of Conkling and Logan, while 
meron and his fvllowers would wander off 
towards the Sherman camp. Altogether, the 
situation is badly mixed, and persons a thousand 
miles away Can guess at the final result about 
as well ag the most astute politician on the

WHITTAKER’S PROTOTYPE. 


How Daniel Webster Exposed a Man 
Who Shot Himself Through the Hand 
After Bobbing Himself on the High- 
way. 

A curious light is thrown on the case of Whit- 
taker by a story which Mr. Curtis tells in his life 
of Webster of the alleged robbery and wound- 
ing of Maj. Goodridge, of Massachusetts, sixty 
years ago, as investigated and exposed by Mr. 
Webster. Mr. Curtis’ narrative is so clear and 
interesting that we reproduce it in his own 


words: 

Goodridge was a person of previous good cbar- 
acter and respectable standing, who professed to 
have been robbed of ala sum of money at 
about 9 o’clock in the night of Doc. 19, 1816, on 
the road between Exetor and Newbu rt, soon 

ter p the Essex Merrimac Bridge on his 

ay from New Hampshire into Massachusetts. 
Among the proofs of the robbery was a pistol- 
shot through his left hand, received, as he said, 
before the robbers pulled him from his horse, he 
and one of his assailants discharging their pistols 
at each other on the same instant. He was then, 
accord to his account, drag from his 
horse and across a fence into a field, robbed and 
beaten until he was senseless. his recovery 
he went back to the toll-house on the bridge 
where he 4 to de for a time in a state of 
delirium. But he had sufficient self-possession 
to return to the place of the robbery with some 
persons who accompanied bim with a lantern, 
where his watch, papers, and other articles 
were found scatte on the ground. On the 
following day he went to Newburyport and re- 
mained there ill, at intervals in a state of 
real or simulated frenzy, for several weeks. 
Having regained bis health he set about the dis- 
covery of the robbers; and se general was the 
sympathy for him in a very orderly community 
t his plans were aided by the innocent zeal of 
nearly whole country side. His first charge 
was against the Kennistons, two poor men who 
dwelt in the town of New Market, N. H., on the 
other side of the river. In their cellar he tound 
a piece of 1 which he identified by a mark 
which he said he placed on all bis money, and a 
$10 note which he also identified as his own. 
The Kennistons were arrested, examined, and 
held for trial. He next charged the toll- 
gatherer, one Pearson, as an accomplice; 
and on his premises; with the aid of a 
witch-hazel conjurer, he also found some 
of his goid and papers in which it had 
been wrapped. Pearson was arrested, exam- 
ined before two magistrates and discharged, 
Goodridge then complained against one Taber, 
a person whe lived in Boston. Finally he fol- 
lowed a man named Jackman, to the City of 
New York, in whose house he swore that he also 
discovered some of his marked wrappers. The 
machinery of an Executive requisition was put 
into motion and Jackman was brought into 
Massachusetts and lodged in jail. He and Taber 
and the K tstons were then indicted for rob- 
bery in the County of Essex. So cunningly had 
this man contrived his story that the popular 
belief was entirely with him. The witoh- basel 
of his evidence probably did not disincline the 
populace to believe him. But it is even said that 
there were fow members of the county bar 
who did not regard the case of the Kennistons 
as desperate. There were some, however, who 
believed Goodridge’s story to be false, and these 
— — sent for Mr. Webster to undertake the 
efense of the accused. The indictment against 
Taber was nolle prossed. That against the Ken- 
nistons came on for trial at Ipswich in April, 
1817. — had nothing on which to rely but 
their previous good character, and the negative 
fact that since the supposed robbery they had 
not passed any money nor were seen to have 
any,and the improbabilitics which their advo- 
cate could develop in the story of yen te — 
The theory of the defense was that Goodridge 
was bis own robber, and had fired the pistol-shot 
through his hand. 

In the Lu of cross-examining witn< Mr. 
Webster had no superior of the day, and Tis rep- 
utation in this respect doubtiess aided the im- 
pression which he produced upon the jury. 

There were traditions which bad come over the 
border from New Hampshire of his terrible skill 
in baffling the deepest plans of perjury and 
fraud, which exeited the jury to the ciosest at- 
tention to his method of dealing with Goodridge. 

ey saw his well-concocted story laid bare in 
all its 2 features, while evory aid was 
given to him by Mr. Webster to mene sugges- 
tions which would be set off ainst the theo 
that the latter meant to maintain. But when all 
the evidence for and against Guodridge's narra- 
tive had been drawn out, and it came to the 
summing up. there remained two obvious di- 
culties in the way of that pothesis. One of 
them was that no motive had been shown for 
so strange an act as a man's falsely pretend- 
ing to have been robbed and charging 
the robbery upon innocent people; the 
other that the theory of Goodridge being him- 
self K robber apparently made it necessary to 
believe that he had proceeded in this fraudulent 
manufacture of proofs to the extremity of shoot- 
ing a pistol bullet through bis own hand. ‘These 
were very formidable 4ifficulties for the law of 
evidence, as administered in our criminal juris- 
prudence, very properly regards the absence of 
motive for an act, the commission of which da- 
pends on circumstantial proof. as one of the im- 
portant things to be weighed in favor of inno- 
cence; and as to the shooting,it was certainly ina 
high degree improbable that a man would maim 
himeelf in order to maintain a false statement 
that he had been robbed and meimed by some 
one else. But in grappling with these dim 
culties Mr. Webster told the jury that the 
range of human motives is almost infinit; that 
a desire to avoid payment of bis debts if he 
owed debts, or a whimsical ambition for distino- 
tion, might have been at the bottom of Good- 
ridge’s conduct,and that, having once announced 
himself to a community as a man who had been 
robbed of a largo sum and beaten nearly to 
death, he had to go on and charge some y 
with the act. This was correct reasoning, but 
still no motive had been shown for the original 
pretense; and if there had not been some de- 
cisive circumstances developed on the evidence 
it is not easy to say how this case ought to have 
been decided. These circumstances mrke it 
necessary to believe that, although Goodridge 
had himself discharged the pistol which wound- 
ed him, he intended that result. 
was that the pistol of 
went off at the moment when he grasped it with 
hisieft hand. Yet according to the testimony 
of the physicians who attended him there were 
no marks of powder on his hand; and the ap- 
pearance of the wound led to the conclusion 
that the muzzle of the pistol must have been 
three or four feet from his hand, while there 
were no marks of powder on the sleeve of his 
coat, and the ball passed through the coat as well 
as the hand. 

This state of evidence justified Mr. Webster's 
remark that all eXhibitions are subject to ac- 
cident; whether serious or farcical they do not 
always proceed exactly as they ought to do.” 
Goodridee, he arrued, intended to shoot the ball 
throug his coat-sieeve, and it accidentally der- 
forated bis hand also.

BRADLAUGH’S LIBEL SUIT. 


A Graphic Account of a Bemarkably 


Queer Case. 
New York Times. 


London Correspondence 

Bow Street Police Court and “ the Black Hole 
of Calcutta” are not so much unlike as many 
people may imagine. From 2 o'clock until 6 
yesterday | was favored with a seat in the “ re- 
porters’ box of that stuffy and bad-smelling 
court. Should it ever be my misfortune to 
stand at the bar of that “hall of justice,” I 
should wish, if not speedily released, to be 
promptly convicted, in the hope that I might be 
relegated to a cell where at least I should be free 
from the human exhalations of that pestiferous 
den in which two London Magistrates are con- 
demned to pass most of their lives. I was at- 
tracted thither by the suit of Charles 
Bradlaugh, member of Parliament, against 
the British Empire newspaper, for libel. 
The action was taken against the edi- 
tor, James Edgecombe, and one of the Directors 
of the Company, 8. C. Lister, a wealthy manu- 
facturer. The following is the alleged libel: An 
episode in one of the Sunday evening lectures 
of Mr. Charles Bradlaugh, now member of Par- 
liament. The apostie himself is orating, and 
very well, too, for he is an excellent spea ker. 
He is lecturing on God.“ ‘If there be a God, 
says the lecturer, ‘let Him strike me dead within 
the next five minutes.’ And, amid the breata- 
leas silence of the auditory, the atheist takes out 
his watch and bides the five minutes. This, some 
dozen years ago or more, was related to me by an 
eye and ear witness, just as I now retail it, hor- 
rible as it reads. Mr. Bradlaugh conducted 
his own case; Mr. Pollard was counsel 
for the defendants. On several occasions lately 
it has been necessary that I should point out to 
you, in connection with libel suits in police 
courts, thata recent decision of the Ju has 
enforced the practice of a Police Magistrate de- 
clining to accept evidence of justification 
where he considers libelous matter has 
published, but at once committing the defend- 
ant for trial. Mr. Bradlaugh, in ing his 
case against the British Empire, relied on this 
ruling, and the court was without him at the 
outset; but eventually Bradlangh fell a victim

Mr. Bradiaugh is a tall, square-shouldered, 
ungainly-looking man, with long hair.

A SLAVE PRINCESS. 


The Strange Stery of a Bemarkable 
Female Adventarer—How a Convict 
Slave Impersonated a Marchioness— 
The Wanderings of Sarah W ilson—A 
Missing Miniature. 

Correspondence New York Evening Post. 

Newport, R. I., May F. —It was a common 
practice in some of the American colonies to 
sell white persons into slavery for a limited 
numberof years; but it was not common to 
term this sort of servitude slavery, although it 
was such to all intents and purposes. The per- 
son sold was called a servant,and the inden- 
ture that bound him or her during 
the period of servitude gave the master 
complete control over bis servant, with 
the right to punish him severely for an offense, 
orto hunt him down if he attempted to escape 
from bondage. Some of the old laws of Virginia 
under this head were harsh in the extreme, and, 


if they were rigidly enforced, as we may presume 
was the case, hard indeed must have been the 
lot ot any bond servant who incurred the dis- 


pleasure of his master. . 

The source from which many servants of this 
kind were obtained was the courts of England, 
where it was customary to transport to America 
prisoners who had been convicted of offenses 
not punishable by death, but who were too great 
offenders to be kept at home in overcrowded 
jails. were accordingly shipped to the 
colonies and were sold for a tlimited 
number of ears, usually seven. An 
announcement like that which follows, which 
appeared in the Pennsylvania Gazette as late as 
June 28, 1734, was at ope time very common: 

Just arrived from Londonderry, in the brig 
Peggy, Capt. Stewart, a number of fine, healthy 
men and women servants, and some small boys, 
whose times are to be disposed of to the best 
bidders by the Captain, on board, or by Camp- 
bell & K ton, on the Wharf. 

A convict sent to this country in IN created a 
sensation for a time, and so extraordinary was 
her cureer that her name has found a place in 
history.

for sale, and was bought by William Du- 
vall, of Bush creek, Frederiok County, to whom 
she was legally bound for the stipulated term of 
years. Duvall took her to his residence, where 
she remainedin his service, apparently con- 
tented, till an opportunity offered to 
make good her 1 “% From Busk Creek 
she found her way in Virginia, and passed 
through North Oarolina to South Carolina, where 
she felt that she had put too wide a strip of 
country between herself and her master to ren- 
der a return to slavery probabie. With no fear 
of arrest to haunt her, she assumed the title of 
the Princess Susanna Caroline Matilda, and as- 
gerte that she was a sister of the Queen. The rich- 
ness of some of her apparel, her jewels, and the 
miniature of the Queen, gave oolor to her state- 
ment, which was generally believed. Having 
gained a footing she traveled from plantation to 
plantation, assuming the air of royalty, and 
with eo much dignity that many persons thought 
they were hono when they were per- 
mitted to kiss her hand. To all persons 
who found their way into der presence 
she was gracious, and she was liberal in the 
romise of favors from her own hand and from 
t of her royal sister. One woman was to have 
a place near her person; a man was to be at the 
head ot a ment; some persons were to be 
honored wi preferments in the Treasury, 
while others were to be assigned to 
prominent positions in the army and 
navy. There was no end to her liberality, 
and her newly-found friends were equal 
— for they placed considerable sums at her 
— — . For a season she lacked nothing— 
nothing till her fame reached the more northern 
colonies, where Duvall, who had heard these re- 
markable stories, ized in the description 
of the Princess Matilda his runaway bond- 
woman, and forthwith sought to recover her. 
The first step was to advertise her, which he did 
in the tollowing manner: 

„Humm Ornesk, Frederick Co., Md., Oct. II, 1TTL 
—Ran away from the subecriber, a Convict Ser- 
vant named SARAH WILSON, but has —— 
her name to Lady Susanna Caroline Matilda, 
which made the public believe that she was her 
Majesty's sister. She bas a biemish in der 
right eye, black roli’d hair, stoops in the 
shoulders, and makes a common practice of 
writing and marking her clothes with a crown 
and B. Whoever secures the said servant wom- 
an, or will take her home, shall receive five pis- 
toles, besides all cost of charges. 
WX. DUVALL. 

“ T entitle Michael Dalton to searoh the City of 
Philadelphia, and from there to Charleston, for 
the said woman.“ 

With a document like that in circulation, 

acked by the efforts of her master to run ber 
down, Sarah Wilson could make no longer con- 
tinumg In any one place. She went “from 
pillar to post, here to-day and there to-mor- 
row, still finding some one credulous enough 
not only to believe her story, but also to lend 
her money and help her on. But the field 
was ming more and more circum- 
scribed. Realizing this, and with the certaloty 
that if she romained longer where she was she 
would soon be arrested, she made a bold push 
for New York, where she ho that she 
would be lost in the crowd. ut New York 
proved to be equally dangerous ground, and 
she took passage for Newport in one of the 
packets then plyingon the Bound. Here, too, 
she found that her fame preceded her, for her 
arrival was thus announced in the newspaper on 
the day, under date of Nov. 29, 1778: ö 

Last Tuesday arrived here from New York

MARIE LOUISE. 


A Souvenir of a Forgotten Empress. 


St. Lou tcan. 

LONDON, May 25.—4 Vienna correspondent 
says: A most painful sensation has been caused 
here by e sudden insanity of une of Austria's 
highest dignitaries, Prince William of Monte- 
nuovo, son of the Archduchess Marie Louise 
formerly wife of Napoleon I., by her second and 
morganatic marriage with Count de Neipperg. 
2 troubie was cause of his mis- 

ortune. 

This turns us back to a page of almost for- 
gotten history. Few persons remember that the 
wife of Napoleon and ex-Empress of France 
consoled herself for the loss of husband and 
throne, first by an illicit union, and afterward 
by a morganatic—or “left-handed —marriage 
with her own chamberlain, the Count de Neip- 
perg mentioned above. Fewer still, we fancy, 
were aware that a son was born to them, 
—that rather interesting fact being omit- 
ted from most, if not all of the d- 
ographies. Indeed, Marie Louise, though 
an Austrian Archduchess and daughter 
of Francis I. and Maria Theresa of Naples, only 
attracted the world's notice while she shared the 
fortunes of the Corsican soldier, and when sep- 
arated from him at once sank intoobscurity and 
contempt. Born in 1791, she was married to Na- 
poleon in 1810, he hoping by this marriage to ob- 
tainan heir who would perpetuate his empire 
and dynasty, and alsoto get afoothold in the 
Royal fam ilies of Europe; Metternich and his 
master hoping thereby to gain t or the par- 
tial restoration of their bad 1 — Govern- 
ment, so that when opportunity offered Austria 
might be in condition to take ven ce upon 
France. Metternich, in his recently published 
memoirs, virtually cen the game which 
involved fice of the Archduchess, 
and telis the arguments he used to secure 
unwillimg consent. Her reluctance was not 
to be wondered at.
